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District Sportsmen Accept 7 
Proposals From County Clubs 


Seven proposals presented by Co­ 
lumbiana County delegates at a 
meeting of District 3 of the Ohio 
Wildlife Division in Akron Sunday 
were accepted for presentation at 
the state meeting to be held in Co­ 
lumbus. 
County delegates recommended 
changes in game limits, angling 
laws, bait procuring procedures, 
•locking of fishing areas and li­ 
cense fees. 
Thirty-four representatives of 17 
Northeastern Ohio counties w e r e 
present, including Joe Deville of 
Lisbon and Howard Golden of East 
Liverpool. Leonard Price of East 
Liverpool attended as an alternate 
delegate. 
A proposal by Columbiana Coun­ 
ty representatives that non-resident 
license fees be made reciprocal 
to those of other states was ac­ 
cepted. It was explained that West 
Virginia fishermen pay only $3.25 
for an Ohio license, while O h i o 
anglers are charged $10 for a Wrest 
Virginia non-resident license. 
The group voiced approval of a 
county proposal that a closed sea­ 
son be placed on bass during the 
spawning season from May I to 
June 15. There is no closed sea­ 
son on bass at present. 
A daily bag limit of six bass 
also was recommended. No daily 
limit is in effect now. 
County delegates were supported 
in their request for an open sea-, 
son on frogs, which are protected) 


at the' present, and a daily limit 
of 15. 
In view of reports that legisla­ 
tion is being induced to permit 
shooting of carp with a crossbow, 
the Columbiana County delegation 
urged that efforts be made against 
any such legislation. The danger 
involved in the use of a crossbow 
was cited as the reason for the 
recommendation. 
Resolutions by the county group 
that goldfish and carp not be im­ 
ported into the state for bait pur-i 
poses and that a legal size seine 
be permitted in taking bait from 
state-owned lakes were accepted. 
Goldfish and carp now are im­ 
ported for bait, while dip nets are 
the only legal*equipment for tak­ 
ing bait from state-owned waters. 
A request by Columbiana Coun­ 
ty sportsmen that Beaver Creek 
be surveyed and restocked was ap­ 
proved. 
A move by the county delegates 
for abolishment of the law requir­ 
ing stocking permits was turned 
down. The group was told the law 
was written to prevent stocking 
of carp 
and other undesirable 
fish. 
Various changes recommended 
by delegates from the 16 other 
counties also were accepted. 
Millei^Foulk of Youngstown and 
Lloyd Alexander of Wooster were 
named District 3 delegates to the 
state meeting. No date has been 
set.

In the hush that will come after the month­ 
long eruption of inflammatory and explosive 
remarks in Washington, there will be time to 
take stock of that part of government which 
has been plodding along methodically during 
the excitement. 


It is a tribute to this part that it has been 
going along without interruption or dislocation. 
More than that, it is a tribute to the atmos­ 
phere in which government routines are being 
followed these days. 
There is no longer a sense of emergency on 
the Potomac. It is being taken for granted 
that the daily business of the federal govern­ 
ment is being conducted efficiently and hon­ 
estly. 
Inflation has ceased to be a bugaboo. The dis­ 
turbing impression that neither the executive 
nor the legislative branch knew how to regain 
control of the federal budget has been erased. 
Washington is not being appealed to by dis­ 
putants in labor-management clashes; it is not 
a partisan in these clashes any more, which is 
proving to be a powerful incentive to manage­ 
ment and labor to get along better. 
The voices of government spokesmen author­ 
ized to speak officially are calm and reason­ 
able. They leave an impression that a vast 
deal of deliberate thought is being put into of­ 
ficial statements; that off-the-cuff remarks have 
gone out of style. 
This is part of an over-all impression that 
in the federal government as a whole there is 
a stronger sense of balance and poise than 
there has been at any time for years. During 
the next few days, this will be more evident 
than it would have been without the distraction 
which had diverted public attention from the 
main order of business in Washington since last 
February. 


Menial Health Problem 


Money alone would not solve 
the 
mental 
health problem which gets an airing every time 
there is a tragedy like the murders committed 
by a Cambridge Hospital patient who was re­ 
leased because he apparently was trustworthy. 
It would take long-range planning, the avail­ 
ability of many more highly trained people than 
are available now, a new concept of the mental 
health problem by the public at large 
and 
enough time to build and coordinate the facil­ 
ities which Ohio would require. 
Actually, this has been going on continuous­ 
ly for many years. But the catch is the necessity 
of raising enough money to do the job properly. 
If the state were empowered to hold in cus­ 
tody every person who might be a menace, it 
still would not nave the enormous 
sums 
of 
money required to erect the buildings and staff 
them with competent people. 
Instead of asking in the wake of the Cletus 
Reese case why a man capable of the crimes 
he apparently committed was allowed lo be at 
large, ask whether Ohioans are ready to pay 
the cost in money, in preparation and criticism 
of keeping all the potential troublemakers in its 
public care. 


Burke-Bender Debates 


With due respect to both Sen. Burke and Rep. 
Bender, we doubt their debating in the forth­ 
coming senatorial campaign ever will be as 
famous as the debating between Abe Lincoln 
and Steve Douglas in 1858. 
But in a state where direct debate was given 
special significance by the late Robert A. Taft’s 
preference for that kind of campaigning, it is 
good to know this year’s senatorial candidates 
are willing to continue a good tradition. 
There is no better way to let voters appraise 
the caliber of candidates and the soundness of 
their political doctrines. While there occasion­ 
ally are candidates who would be well advised 
to avoid such appraisal, most candidates have 
more to gain than to lose by locking horns pub­ 
licly with their adversaries. It is a way of 
campaigning so old-fashioned it seems new to 
those who have forgotten the United States was 
forged out of honest differences of opinion be­ 
tween men who had strong beliefs and the abil­ 
ity to express them. 
Ohioans will follow the Burke-Bender debates 
wdh lively interest. 


June Brings The Roses 


It can be admitted without fear of investiga­ 
tion that June is not the perfect month it is 
cracked up to be by people with flexible mem­ 
ories. 
There are such things as thunder and lightning 
and too-frequent downpours which wear patience 
thin. There is excessive humidity and an atmo­ 
sphere of mustiness which is not suitable for 
paradise. 
There is heat exhaustion. Also grass that 
grows an inch a day. June is not perfect, all 
things considered. 
But one thing about it is perfect—its roses. 
Whether they are the simplest of the old-fashion­ 
ed varieties or the showiest of the hybrids, they 
come closer to being everything desirable in a 
flower than anything that adds beauty to this 
part of the earth. 
To be sure, too many storms have been hard 
on them this year, but that's June—sheer beauty 
amid lightning flashes.

McCarran Bill Would Rectify Defect In Constitution 


Much is made of the superior 
methods of getting at subversion 
and espionage in Great Britain and 
Canada. The fact is not brought 
out t h a t in 
those 
countries 
although a wit­ 
ness is warned 
that w h a t he 
s a y s may be 
used 
a g a i nst 
him, he cannot 
plead the sim- 
iliar immunities 
to the F i f t h 
Amendment 
as 
George Sokolsky u s e d in this 
country. The clause in the Fifth 
Amendment reading: 
"nor shall 
(a person* be compelled in any 
criminal case to be 
a 
witness 
against himself." cannot be em­ 
ployed to safeguard a persom from 
testifying against anyone else. The 
objective in cases of subversion 
and espionage is not so much to 
punish the culprit as to discover 
the nature and danger of the sub­ 
version and espionage. 
The McCarran Immunity B i l l 
seeks to rectify a defect in the 
Constitution arising from the na­ 
ture of our enemy who employs 
subversion 
and infiltration as a 
technique of war. 


UNDER 
THIS 
bill, 
a 
person 
could testify as to the facts con­ 
cerning which he has knowledge 
without the peril of self-incrimina- 
tion. 
Under its provisions, if a wit­ 
ness, testifying before a congres­ 
sional committee, claimed the Fifth 
Amendment, he could be granted 
immunity, with the consent of the 
attorney general or by a majority 
of one house of Congress. 
The witness. then would be di­ 
rected to testify without peril to 
himself. This measure would aid 
many persons who once were in­ 
volved in the Communist conspir­ 
acy but had broken with it. They 
usually fear that if they 
testify 
truthfully they might incriminate 
themselves particularly under the 
Smith Act. If a congressional com­ 
mittee is more interested in a 
man’s knowledge than in "getting 
him", the McCarran mlmunity Bill 
provides a way out of the dilemma 
for both the witness and the con­ 
gressional committee. 
The National Lawyers Guild is 
opposed to the McCarran Immunity 
Bill. This same organization is op­ 
posed to what it calls "McCarthy-

ism. 
Are we to infer that the National 
Lawyers Guild wishes no investi­ 
gation of subversion or espionage 


: except by such means as l e a d 


j only to punishment of individuals 
I but not to an exposure of the na­ 
ture and design of the subversion 
and espionage which is more im­ 
portant ? 


IN ITS circular on the subject. 
I the Guild says: 
"There is no question that Con­ 
gress can offer immunity in ex­ 
change for information. But this is 
very different from saying that if 
a witness refuses to accept the of­ 
fer of immunity and will not testi­ 
fy voluntarily, he can constitution- 
: ally be punished for such refusal." 
Actually once the offer is made, 
in public, not as a coercive mea- 
j sure by by right of law, on what 
grounds can the wetness refuse to 
aid the United Sates in discovering 
the nature of the subversion? 
The danger of self-incrimination 
has been removed. What then is 
the witness’ claim to silence? It 
only can be that he is still within 
the conspiracy or that he prefers 
the conspiracy to the United States. 
The Guild says further: 
"An immunity statute makes ex­ 
oneration complete — as far as 
federal prosecution is concerned— 
and thus more attractive to the 
ordinary criminal who, when sus­ 
pected of a crime, is primarily in­ 
terested in escaping punishment 
for it. To such criminals the chance 
to testify in return for immunity 
might be welcomed." 
As regards the ordinary crimin­ 
al this would be correct if a con­ 
gressional subcommittee, at a hear­ 
ing with one member constituting 
a quorum, could grant such im­ 
munity. 
But this is impossible under the 
McCarran Immunity Bill. The im­ 
munity can only be granted with 
the consent of the attorney general 
or by a majority of the full Senate 
or the House of Representatives. 
Thus complete publicity is avail­ 
able; nothing can be done in sec­ 
ret or by corruption. 
This bill actually would make it 
possible for many ex-Communists 
and others who had made a record 
by a brush at subversion or es­ 
pionage to "clear" themselves and 
to help their government without 
fear of personal involvement. 
The real objection of the guild 
is to the so-called informer. The 
word. informer, has an ugly con­ 
notation and when it is used, the 
intention is to humiliate. Has any 
citizen the right, in a time when 
our country is in peril, to refuse 
to give to his government what­ 
ever information he has?

THIS, HOWEVER, will not be J 
small city limited only to an eld- j 
erly generation. Sociologists a n d ' 
geriatric specialists point out that j 
old folks not only resent but suf- j 
fer from isolation in their o w n 
age bracket. 
So the union officials, well ad­ 
vised by a panel of 20 medical 
and sociological experts, also will 
encourage migration to their vil­ 
lage of members below retirem ent 
age. 
The community is being prepared 
now. Sewage and water systems 
are going into the ground. By No­ 
vember. at the latest, work will 
start on an administration build­ 
ing. a convalescent and rest home, 
and the first group of cottages. 
This union project is going up at 
a cost 
which

contractor’s 
dream. When Sal Hoffman's peo- j 
pie first went down to Florida, i 
word leaked out that the 
union ■ 
was set to build a village worth 
$5,000 OOO. "Con" mqn flocked in 
with a thousand schemes.

ever. the Upholsterers called the 
local AFL construction t r a d e s 
unions for help and advice. 
The AFL groups set up a spe­ 
cial advisory labor committee con­ 
sisting of most of the

agents of all the unions in West 
Palm Beach County These experts j

costs, 
the quality of supplies delivered 
and the efficiency and skill of in­ 
stallation.

Hobby s department disclosed last 
month that the "average length of 
life in the U. S. has reached a 
record high of 68v* years, a gain of 
nearly four years in the last de­ 
cade.” 
Women are outliving men by six 
years. Their average lifetime ex­ 
pectancy is 71.8 years. And with 
the swift pace of medical progress, 
these age averages will continua 
to go up 
So this pioneer project may set 
the pattern for all labor, which is 
watching the experiment The de­ 
velopment will be completely au­ 
tonomous. This has been guaran­ 
teed by the Florida authorities aft­ 
er long negotiations. It will be self- 
contained — and the payment of 
rent for the cottages will include 
coverage by hospital and medical 
insurance as well as by the ser­ 
vices of the light and water utili­ 
ties. 
When the first 50 couples now 
being sought by the union to open 
the community settle dowrn, they 
will be cared for by the profes­ 
sional medical and social workers 
assigned full time. But no lives 
will be guided. No views imposed. 
This first and only project of 
its kind is an experiment by a 
union which seeks to give its old­ 
er people a city of their o wn , 
which seeks to ease the welfare 
problem of many a 
community, 
which seeks to start a movement 
easing the job crisis, perhaps. 
Here will be no isolation. Here 
will be a place in the sun for those 
who’ve worked their allotted time.

Indochina War Talk Can Be Discounted 


Two directly 
authoritative 
of­ 
ficial statements should go a long 
way toward dissolving the deeply 
pervasive notion that a plunge by 
the United States into an all-out 
war in Indochina is just around 
the corner. 
Secretary of State Dulles has 
said the United States still has 
no intention of dealing with the 
Indochinese situation alone unless 
the whole nature of the aggression 
should change. He means that a 
direct armed aggression against 
Indochina by 
Communist 
China 
was the one possibility that might 
cause the United States to inter­ 
vene in the same fashion. 
Further, Dulles has said the ad­ 
ministration has no intention of 
asking 
Congress 
to 
authorize 
President Eisenhower to act in 
the 
Indochinese 
situation. 
T h e 
President repeatedly has said that 
he never will take the nation into 
war without advance sanction by 
Congress. 
Fresh back from an extensive 
survey of all phases of the far 
eastern situation, Secretary of De­ 
fense Wilson has declared that "a 
third world war is not the answer 
to the problem of stopping the 
spread of Communism . . . We 
cannot knock out false ideas with 
bullets; we must counter and de­ 
stroy them with the truth, with 
superior ideas and sound philoso­ 
phy. 
"Even victory in such a war 
could be purchased only at a cost 
of such horrible waste and de­ 
struction that the course of human 
progress would be set back for 
many decades."

Oglebay Museum Shows 
East liverpool Lotus Ware 


East Liverpool is represented by 
a lotus ware vase in the perm a­ 
nent d i s p l a y of porcelain and 
earthenware at the Oglebay Park 
Mansion House Museum in Wheel­ 


ing. 
This vase from one of the early 
American china-making centers is 
an example of the ware made for 
a brief period only around 1870. 
Porcelain was not made in this 
country to any extent much be­ 
fore the middle of the 19th Cen­ 
tury. Before that time porcelain 
was imported to America from 
the factories in Europe and t h e 
Orient. 
The East Liverpool vase has a 
delicate 
fragile 
appearance. 
A 
raised latticework design covers 
the piece except where it is dec­ 
orated with raised violet colored 
flowers. 
Most of the items in the col­ 
lection represent some of the fin­ 
est examples imported to America 
in the 18th and early 19th Centur-I 
ies. An interesting piece is a cov-j 
ered Meissen dish from the Mar- 
colini period, circa 1796, w h e n 
Count Marcolini was the director 
of the famous Meissen works. 
The lid of the dish has a molded 
china lemon in place of the han­ 
dle or knob at the top. The ex­ 
terior is done in a deep blue with 
brightly colored flowers on a white 
background. The flower pattern is 
repeated on the interior. 
A Crown Derby dinner plate from 
the late 18th Century is also be­ 
decked with flowers. Crown Der­ 
by is the name given to the por­ 
celain ware made rn the English 
town of Derby. The ware is now’ 
considered by collectors to be of 
great value. 
The Mansion House Museum is 
open to the public daily from IO 
to noon and 1:30 to 5 p. rn. Sun­ 
day and holiday visiting hours run 
from 2 to 7 p. rn.

Freezing T ough Meal 
Tenderizes To D egree 
WASHINGTON — Freezing helps 
to tenderize a tough piece of meat 
but slow cooking still is neces­ 
sary, the Department of Agricul­ 
ture reports. 
R. L. Hiner, department meat 
research specialist, said the lower 
the temperature, the greater the 
tenderizing effect At zero Fahrn- 
heit to IO below — the temperature 
of most home freezing compart­ 
ments—there is considerably more 
tenderizing than at 
2 0—the tem­ 
perature of meat-storage contain­ 
ers in most home refrigerators. 
Hiner found that freezing has the 
greatest tenderizing effect on veal 
and old cows, and in meats gener­ 
ally. the toughest cuts — including 
foreshank and neck — were the 
least tenderized 
Hiner concluded that freezing 
helps, but the homemaker still will) 
have to use long, slow cooking with 
moist heat, or chop, pound, mari­ 
nate or use other methods of prep­ 
aration which tenderize.
